• WASHINGTON (AP)—Apparent- 
ly unimpressed, official Washing- 
ton has shrugged off the new So- 
viet missile flexing over Cuba as 
"blast and bluster" propaganda. 


The threats from Soviet Defense 


Minister Rodion Y. Malinovsky 
were regarded as blood-and-thun- 
dcr morale builders—both for at 
home and for Fidel Castro's re- 
gime. 


In a Moscow speech Friday,

Their petition said Rice must be 


freed from the two restrictions if 
it is to become one of the world's 
leading universities. 


Known as one of the nation's 


toughest schools academically, the 
university limits enrollment. 


William Marsh Rice, in his will, 


created the university "for the in- 
struction 
and 
improvement 
of 


white inhabitants" and directed 
that there be no tuition. 


Trustees proposed that the word 


"white" not be construed as cre- 
ating an inflexible barrier to the 
admission of qualified 
students 


without regard to race or color. 
They asked that the word "free" 
not be construed to forbid reason- 
able tuition. 


"Rice stands alone as the last 


nonsectarian private university in
